In Lynn, Dec 4, Mrs Susanna Flagg, relict of Dr 
Jolin Flagg, aged 86. Mrs Flagg, was the daughters 
of Mr Benj Fowle of Woburn, and was born Nov 12, 
1743, At an early age, she was married to Dr John 
Fiagg, then practicing medicine in Woburn and one 
of the most eminent physicians of his day with whom 
she lived for a period of twenty years. She came to 
Lyno sixty five years a go when the town was but an 
extended village, containing probably not one tenth 
of its present number of houses. She lived to see al- 
nost every indivivdual, who was then in active life, 
descend into the grave before her. And in her last days 
found herself surroundad by thousands,who had come 
upon the stage of being after her arrival.
